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REPEATEDLY put off for the past seven 
years, the long-heralded marriage of the 
Herut Movement and the Liberal Party was 
finally announced in an impressive ceremony 
attended by a cast of thousands in Tel Aviv 
last night. 

Had the two Likud partners not been acute- 
ly aware of the likely benefit to them both 
from a full merger now, on the eve of a 
general election, nor fearful of electoral dam- 
age if they put it off again, the merger might 
have been delayed again. In fact, a last-min- 
ute row nearly aborted the planned ceremony. 
The main bone of contention was the anthem 
to be sung. Herut’s Moshe Katzav absolutely 
insisted that it should be the Betar — meaning 
Herut - Anthem, while the Liberals’ Yitzhak 
Moda’i just as vigorously objected. 

The singing of the Betar Anthem by the 
newly formed National Liberal Party was cal- 
culated to dramatize the long-predicted swal- 
lowing up of the Liberals by Herut. The Lib- 
erals preferred the occasion to be seen as a 
merger of equals. In the end, quite appropri- 
ately, Mr. Moda’i gave in. 

It did not start.out that way. The setting up 
of Gabal, the-Likud’s precursor, in 1965 
stemmed largely from Herut’s eagerness to 
come out of the political desert in which it had 
languished for 17 years as a populist right- 
wing party. An alliance with the very proper, 
aod right-of-centre, Liberals was to grant 
Herut a much-coveted certificate of legitima- 
cy; which indeed it did. When Gabal joined 
the government coalition on the very eve of 
the Six Day War, Herut was set on the course 
that was to win it power 10 years later. | 

By 1977 it was already obvious which of the 
two partners was the leader, and which the 
follower. 

The Knesset election of that year proved 
that much of the Likud’s popular appeal was 
due to Herut's earlier illegitimacy, and its 
maximalist Eretz Yisrael policy; whereas the

holding on to Herut’s territorial platform, 
while still grasping their original free-enter- 
prise vision of Israel. 

Menachem Begin’s native sense of gallantry 
would not let him arbitrarily deny the Liberals 
the share in governance which they no longer 
deserved. But it became increasingly obvious 
that the two-headed Likud could aot go on 
much longer without an internal perestroika. 

Thus was born the slogan of “Likud ha- 
Likud,” or the unification of the Likud, to 
which both parties came to pay lip service. 
Literally it meant that Herut and the Liberals 
were to fuse into a single party. Politically, it 
meant that the puny Liberals were to disap- 
pear in the belly of Herut. Not all the fractious 
Liberal leaders were overjoyed by the pros- 
pect, and they sought to delay the day of 
reckoning while trying to obtain better merger 
terms. Within Herut, too, the awareness soon 
dawned that the infusion of Liberals might 
disturb the balance of power among the move- 
ment’s embattled factions. 

Self-interest eventually dictated an end to 
the dithering about a merger. The Liberals 
had no place to go independently except into 
limbo, while Herut could gain nothing from a 
spiteful Liberal leap of suicide. Herut assured 
the Liberals of a disproportionate one-quarter 
to one-third of the seats on the united party’s 
bodies, but only until the next internal elec- 
tions. That was the best they could get. _ 

The new party is fundamentally Herut writ 
larger. It is a party more deeply riven by 

and factional animosity than perhaps 
any other in the land, more even of a “‘super- 
market of ideas” than any other. But it is also 
a party that has best contrived to paper over 
its internal cracks, even if with the illusory 
cement ofan undivided Eretz Yisrael. If re- 
cent public opinion polls are to be credited, 
and if the Palestinian troubles continue, this is 
the party whose leadership may well form the 
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next Israel government. 

This, in any case, is the party which Herut 
and the Liberals had the mind to establish.

Many in America will find this 
difficult to accept, but accept it they 
will if progress towards peace can 
still be initiated. What seems un- 
thinkable is a continuation of the 
status quo. Having served in the 
Vietmam War, I remember very 
clearly our frustration at fighting a 
war we increasingly realized we 
could not win by force of arms 
alone. Painful as it was, we had to 
accept the necessity of a ncgotiated 
setdlement. 

During my stay in Israel, 1 often 
thought of a proposal put forward 
by some in America at the time: that 
we simply declare victory and leave 
Vietnam. With the war so fur away 
from our shores we could und even- 
tually did leave. Israel has no such 

easy option. But it can take bold, 
pore unilateral steps towards peace, 
drawing its national boundaries in 
such a Way as to satisfy at least a 
foundation for secure defence while 
at the same time reaching out with 
ity and compassion towards 
its Palestinian neighbours.

The Tora reading for this week is Ki-Tetze 
(Deuteronomy 21:10-25:19). 


MOST PEOPLE agree that dropping a banana peel in 
the middle of the road, where a person can slip on it 
and break his neck, or throwing a burning cigarette 
butt out of the window of a car, where it can start a 
dangerous conflagration are acts of incivility and mani- 
fest ill manners. 

Some go even further and would hold a person 
legally responsible for the results of such negligence. 
Not too many people know, however, that according 
to Tora such acts are considered first and foremost 
religious transgressions, just like not fasting on Yom 
Kippur, for example, or like eating forbidden foods. 
They are in fact listed, not once but twice, in the list of 
the 613 commandments, both in the positive and in the 
prohibitive forms. 

The source for this double commandment is in one 
verse in Deutoronomy (22:8): “When you build a new 
house, you shall make a parapet (ma’akeh) for your 
roof, so that you do not bring bloodguilt on your house 
i uid fall from it.”

Nearly 1,000 residents demon- 
strated in the square outside the

The August poll, now being pro- 
cessed, will tell us where the public 
thinks the campaign should be 
fought.

Worst British trade figures worry City
